Party store robber nabbed by police 



New recre; 
acquired for $1.9 million

Police have apprehended a 
Detroit man they believe got away 
with more than $20,000 in cash 
after he robbed the owner of a 
Romulus party store. 

Antonio Coleman, 37, was for¬ 
mally charged with armed rob¬ 
bery, felony firearms and felon-in- 
possession of a firearm at the 34th 
District Court in Romulus 
Saturday. An armed robbery con¬ 
viction carries a sentence of any¬ 
where from 15 years to life in 
prison. The felony firearms and 
possession charges add two-years 
and five-years to any sentence 
imposed, respectively. Coleman 
was also charged as a fourth-time 
habitual offender, which makes

A Romulus man who expect¬ 
ed to meet a 13-year-old girl for 
sex was surprised last week to 
find four undercover officers 
waiting for him. 

Robert Todd Johnson, 37, was 
arrested Jan. 3 in the parking lot 
of a restaurant near his Romulus 
home and taken into custody 
after police set up a sting opera¬ 
tion, said Romulus Police Det 
Sgt Jeffrey Lazarski. 

“He had been calling her, ask¬ 
ing her for sexual favors for 
months, and when her mother 
finally found ouf she called us,” 


him eligible for life imprison¬ 
ment. Visiting Judge Vesta 
Svenson ordered Coleman held at 
the Wayne County Jail on $50,000 
bond. 

The charges against Coleman 
stem from a robbery at the Super 
Y party store at Ecorse and Van 
Born Roads on Jan. 6, said 
Romulus Police Det Sgt Jeffrey 
Lazarski. 

“It was pay day at some of the 
local businesses, and (Coleman) 
thought it would be a big day at 
the party store,” he said. “He sim¬ 
ply walked up the owner, pointed 
a gun at him, and demanded the 
money bag. The owner complied” 

But what Coleman didn’t know 
is that patrons and employees in 
the store had watched Coleman’s 
tan Toyota Highlander in the 


he said. “The last time they 
spoke, she told him she was at 
home when she was really at the 
(Romulus Police) station. He 
offered sex for money, and she 
agreed to meet him. Only instead 
of meeting a cute 13-year-old girl, 
he met some ugly undercover 
officers who removed him from 
his car and took him into cus¬ 
tody.” 

Johnson was charged at the 
34th District Court with Criminal 
Sexual Conduct in the fourth 
degree and accosting a minor. He 
faces 10 years in prison if convict¬ 
ed He is being held at the Wayne 
County Jail in lieu of $50,000 
bond. 


parking lot for more than two 
hours before the robbery, and had 
written down the license plate 
number 

“Three people noticed the 
vehicle was there,” Lazarski said. 

That plate number led the 
Romulus police to Farmington 
Hills, where the South Oakland 
Narcotics Intelligence Consor¬ 
tium (SONIC), an undercover nar¬ 
cotics unit in Oakland County, was 
building a case against Coleman. 
Officers from that unit arrested 
Coleman for the robbery on Jan. 
7. 

“Once we did a teletype to 
other agencies, Farmington Hills 
called us and agreed to pick him 
up,” Lazarski said.

The family of the girl became 
acquainted with Johnson after 
he babysat at their home last 
year, Lazarski said. Shortly there¬ 
after, he allegedly obtained her 
cell phone number and left sev¬ 
eral lewd messages. He only 
touched the victim once, police 
said. 

The girl tried not to take the 
calls, but some inevitably filtered 
through, Latarski said. 

“She thought this was some¬ 
thing she could deal with on her 
own,” she said. 

Police said Johnson was 
apprehended with a small

Romulus residents who leave 
the city boundaries for parks and 
recreation activities may have a 
new facility in which to enjoy 
municipal parks programs. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the 
city has acquired the former 
Overhead Crane Co. facility at 
Wayne and Northline roads for 
$1.9 million. The city is in negotia¬ 
tions with Steve Yokum, the 
owner of the building, for an addi¬ 
tional 5 acres surrounding the 
building, Lambert said. 

“A recreation center is some¬ 
thing we’ve had to live without for 
some time, and we’ve been look¬ 
ing at this facility for about two 
months,” Lambert said. “Most 
cities have their own recreation 
facilities, and we want to offer 
people in Romulus the same 
opportunities people in other 
communities have.” 

The facility is about 40,000 
square feet as it is now, said Tim 
Keyes, the economic develop¬ 
ment director for the city. “We 
will expand on that - it will be 
about 70,000 square feet when it’s

The City of Romulus will get 
some help in cleaning up the 
Rouge River Watershed. 

The city received a Rouge 
VI-Grant through the Wayne 
County Rouge Program office 
to minimize the clear water 
flow into the 
sanitary sys¬ 
tem with in the 
Rouge River 
Watershed, 
according to 
Derrick 
Schueller, a 
consultant 
with Orchard 
Hiltz & 

McCl iment, 

Inc. 

“It’s a grant to reduce the 
flow of water into the sanitary 
sewer system, whether it’s from 
a leaky manhole, or whatever,” 
Schueller told members of the 
Romulus City Council last 
week. 

The goal of the project is to 
find and remove sources of 
inflow and infiltration into the 
sanitary sewer system and stop 


finished.” 

The cost of the building, reno¬ 
vations and some infrastructure 
work will be paid for using Tax 
Increment Financing Authority 
(TIFA) funds, which means tax¬ 
payers will not have to pay addi¬ 
tional monies for the new center. 
The city TIFA board approved 
the purchase of the facility 
recently. 

“One of the obstacles we’ve 
always had is that bond issues 
would fail because voters could 
not afford the new taxes,” 
Lambert said. “It’s been that way 
for a long time.” 

The use of TIFA dollars is con¬ 
tingent on acquiring the sur¬ 
rounding land, which is located 
west of the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport Lambert said he is confi¬ 
dent the sale of the land will be 
finalized. 

The new center will offer the 
full array of programs currently 
offered at school facilities and 
other recreation centers outside 
the city. A pool, exercise rooms, 
multi-purpose rooms for meet¬ 
ings and parties, basketball 


it, which could help reduce 
potential sewer overflows and 
basement flooding in the 
watershed, he added.

The work is consistent with

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Lambert Development ideas bring progress to city

Community development, banishing blight, casinos, 
containing costs and improving services in the City of 
Romulus was the focus of Mayor Alan Lambert’s State of 
the City Address on Tuesday Afternoon. 

A packed contingent of city employees, residents and 
elected officials gathered at the Best Western Gateway 
International Hotel to listen to Lambert’s speech, which 
highlighted progress the city made in 2004. 

“In summarizing our record of achievement in the last 
year, two words come to mind: revitalization and 
progress,” Lambert said. “We all know that Michigan com¬ 
munities now compete with each other to bring in new 
development for tax base and jobs.” 

Cited as positive developments in the last year are the 
impending opening of a new senior center, which was 
financed through grant dollars and surplus funds from 
the city’s Downtown Development Authority (DDA). The 
new center will allow the city to expand current pro¬ 
grams such as healthcare assistance, Meals on Wheels, 
and prescription programs to senior citizens. 

Other new developments include the conversion from 
an all-volunteer fire department to a full-time, paid fire 


department In an earlier interview, Lambert said he 
believes that doubling the size of the department and 
making each firefighter a paid employee is worth the 
expense to residents. 

“You just have to know that if somebody has a heart 
attack in the middle of the night that someone will be 
there to help them,” he said. “This is important because a 
volunteer has to get out of bed, get dressed, drive to the 
station house and get the truck It’s just not feasible any¬ 
more.” 

Lambert also touted two programs designed to curtail 
the effect of blight in the city: The first is a 2001 program 
called “Operation Fresh Look” which is a program for 
evaluating and determining whether abandoned or 
unsuitable structures should be demolished. Tb date, 46 
buildings have been demolished. Three-hundred aban¬ 
doned vehicles were also towed away as part of the pro¬ 
gram. 

But the State of Michigan decision to shutter the secre¬ 
tary of state office in Romulus was a low point for the city, 
said Lambert 

“Although we were very unhappy with the secretary of 
state’s decision to close their Romulus office,” He said. 
“We fought hard to stop the closing, and even asked the 
governor to intervene, but unfortunately, some decisions 


are beyond city control.” 

Announced during the speech were plans for a 70,000- 
square-foot recreation complex to be housed after an 
existing facility on Wayne Road is renovated. The city has 
never had its own recreation center 

“Since the 1970s, we’ve had bond issues that have 
failed because residents couldn’t afford the additional 
taxes,” Lambert said. Now, we found a way to build one 
without raising taxes through TIFA (Tax Increment 
Finance Authority) funds. This is part of our identity. We 
shouldn’t be using other community’s recreation facilities 
or the schools at this point” 

Councilman Mike Prybyla said he’s satisfied with the 
course of the city so far “I think we’re making progress,” 
he said. The senior citizens center and the recreation 
centers could be a good thing for us. The administration 
is leading us in the right direction” 

Several city council members were in attendance at 
the event 

Lambert faces what could be a difficult re-election bid 
in November Longtime Romulus Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak announced her plans last week to challenge the 
mayor Lambert has served one term as mayor, and previ¬ 
ously served as a member of the Romulus City Council 
and as a Romulus Police Officer.

Farmington Hills police confis¬ 
cated about $6,700, a small 
amount of crack cocaine, heroin 
and marijuana A sawed-off shot¬ 
gun was also confiscated, Smith 
said. It is unclear whether the 
money was part of what was taken 
from the Super Y, Lazarski said. 

Coleman was recently re¬ 


leased from prison after serving a 
10-year sentence for another 
Romulus break-in. He was identi¬ 
fied by witnesses from a photo 
lineup, Smith said. 

It remains to be seen whether 
the store owner will get his money 
back “Thafi’s between him and 
the Farmington Hills Police, 
because they made the arrest,”

where the water is coming in 
and figure out how to stop it,” 
he said. 

The sanitary sewer system 
should not be receiving water 
from storm water runoff. 

The project will be funded 
through 40 percent federal 
monies and 60 percent local 
money, according to Carl 
Brooks, director of the depart¬ 
ment of public works. The total 
cost will be about $900,000, of 
which the City of Romulus will 
pay half This year, that means 
the city will pay $100,000, 
according to a budget amend¬ 
ment members of the city coun¬ 
ci 1 approved last week. The 
bulk of the costs, or $450,000, 
will come due during the next 


fiscal year, according to Brooks. 

“We’ll need to budget some 
money next year, as well,” he 
said. 

The project is an important 
one, however, to the overall 
health of the Rouge River 
Watershed. The requirements 
the city needs to meet are no 
different than any other munic¬ 
ipality within the Rouge River 
Watershed. 

Councilman Charles Miller 
said that, even though it is a 
large sum of money, it’s still bet¬ 
ter than having to pay for the 
entire project The grant funds 
available at this stage of the 
project may not be available 
later on, he said. 

“By being involved now, 
we’ll be saving money in the 
future,” he said.

courts, baseball diamonds and 
classrooms are included in the 
plan. However, the current plan 
will also offer an ice rink in the 
winter and an in-line skating rink 
in the summer. The city is work¬ 
ing with an architectural firm to

Councilman Mike Prybyla said 
the new recreation center would 
be beneficial to families. 

“This is something that has 
broad support and is great for res¬ 
idents - especially the young peo¬ 
ple,” he said.

Currently, parks and recre¬ 
ation programs are carried out at 
some area school facilities, pub¬ 
lic parks and recreation centers 
in other communities, Lambert 
said. 

Keyes said city officials are 
hoping for a groundbreaking by 
spring 2006. The city will also 
have public hearing regarding 
the new center to solicit public 
input in the near future, Keyes 
said.

The first-year expensing limit for the 
purchase of business equipment 
increases from $102,000 to $105,000. The 
expensing election phases out once total 
purchases for 2005 exceed $420,000 (up 
from $410,000 for 2004). 

The maximum earnings subject to 
social security tax increases from $87,900 
to $90,000. As before, all earned income 
is subject to Medicare tax. 

The earnings limit for retirees under 
age 65 increases from $11,640 to $12,000 
for 2005. Social security benefits will be 
reduced $1 for every $2 in earnings above 
this limit. 

The nanny tax threshold remains at 
$1,400 for 2005. If you pay household 


workers more than this amount during the 
year, you're responsible for payroll taxes. 
The kiddie tax threshold remains at 
$1,600. If your child under age 14 has 
more than $1,600 of unearned income in 
2005 (e.g., dividends and interest 
income), the excess will be taxed at your 
highest rate. 

The maximum individual retirement 
account (IRA) contribution you can make 
in 2005 increases to $4,000 ($4,500 if you 
are 50 or older). 

The maximum amount of wages 


employees can put into a 401 (k) plan 
increases from $13,000 to $14,000. The 
maximum allowed for SIMPLE plans 
increases from $9,000 to $10,000. If you 
are 50 or older, you can contribute up to 
$18,000 to a 401 (k) and $12,000 to a 
SIMPLE plan. 

The estate tax exemption remains at 
$1.5 million, but the top estate tax rate 
drops from 48% to 47%.

Hearing loss, 
the invisible and often 
forgotten handicap! 

Many of us participate in some form of 
medical preventative maintenance 
program, either with a 6-month cleaning at 
the Dentist, a bi-yearly eye examination by 
the Optometrist or our yearly physical with 
the Internist. However, when was the last 
time you had your hearing tested by an Audiologist? 

What is an Audiologist anyway? I hearthis question often when asked what 
I do for a living. Simply, an Audiologist is an individual who provides diagnostic 
testing and rehabilitative treatment for the hearing-impaired population. 
Audiologists test patient's of all ages with various etiologies of hearing loss. 
They are employed in hospitals, schools, government, and private clinics. All 
Audiologists either have a Masters or Doctoral degree in Audiology from an 
accredited University. 

Essentially, Audiologists perform hearing screenings and diagnostic testing 
for patients who feel they are having difficulty hearing and understanding 
speech. 

In 2000, the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services 1 recommends 
a hearing screening for everyone once every 10 years from 18 to 50 years of 
age, with more frequent screenings after age 50. If a hearing loss is diagnosed, 
a comprehensive audiological examination by an Audiologist is recommended. 
Follow-up audiological testing thereafter is recommended every 2-3 years. The 
need for this type of testing is increasingly important, because of the incidence 
of hearing impairment in the United States. Hearing loss is not just a problem of 
the elderly either. According to a 1996 report from the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 2 , more than 28 million Americans of all ages are 
thought to have some degree of hearing impairment. Dr. Kochkin 3 also has 
stated that since 1994, more than 1 million “baby boomers" between the ages 
of 45 and 54 have acknowledged a hearing problem, which required some type 
of audiological management. 

In a recent article by Drs. Newman and Sandridge 4 from the Cleveland 
Clinic, “Consequences of Hearing Loss" was discussed. They essentially 
stated, “hearing loss can seriously affect a person's quality of life". Limiting 
ones ability to listen in noisy situations and reducing participation in many 
social events that requires communicating with other people. Psychosocial 
effects of hearing loss also are seen through signs of withdrawal, cognitive loss, 
depression, social isolation, or psychosis. There are also risks of 
misclassification of the severity of senile dementia in elderly people with hearing 
loss. These are all excellent examples of why regular hearing screening or 
hearing testing should be performed to patients of all ages. 

If you or someone you love believes you could benefit from a hearing test, I 
would strongly recommend that you consult with an Audiologist for purposes of 
obtaining a comprehensive audiological examination.

When to 
Sell Real Estate 

Many individuals have done well by 
investing in real estate over the years.

For example, selling your apartment building and using the 
equity to buy a McDonald's location results in less demanding 
property as the commercial tenant usually takes care of all 
property responsibilities. 

- If you also want to help a charity, you could put the property into a 
charitable remainder trust that would sell the real estate without 
paying capital gains tax (and you an income as long as you live 
and even stretched to the next generation). 

- You could use a “private annuity" if you desire to transfer the 
property to heirs and want to immediately remove it from your 
estate. 

Another alternative would be to get a new mortgage to free up 
cash that you could put in other investments to further portfolio 
diversification.

State budget creates 
many innocent victims 

There’s a familiar mantra that can be heard throughout the State 
of Michigan these days that originates in virtually every city, township 
or school district: stop taking our money. 

Cities throughout the state have had to cut back on their own bud¬ 
gets - at times at the risk of sacrificing vital services - due to reduc¬ 
tions in state shared revenue 

School districts have been forced to cut into their budget reserves 
and look at ways to maximize enrollment and provide the same ser¬ 
vices - and educational opportunities - with less money as their foun¬ 
dation allowance has been frozen and sometimes reduced. 

Even developing townships, riding the prosperous wave of addi¬ 
tional tax revenues and income from building fees, have cast a wary 
eye on the situation under the advice that it’s a situation every munic¬ 
ipality will have to face, eventually. 

Unless, of course, the current budget situation is fixed, or the for¬ 
mula that provides these funding sources to the various municipali¬ 
ties is altered. 

Unfortunately, it doesn’t look like it will happen any time sooa A 
recent estimate from the Department of Treasury, along with the 
House and Senate Fiscal Agency determined that revenues would 
come in about $406 million less than expected during the remainder 
of this fiscal year, a figure that would increase to about $737 million in 
the next fiscal year 

School officials have already been told, despite another plea to the 
State Board of Education last week, to expect another year of frozen 
foundation allowances, and perhaps another pro-rating of their fund¬ 
ing (Le., more cuts) from the state. City and township officials are 
already bracing for reductions in state shared revenue, at a time 
when there is little, if any, fat in their budgets to trim. 

It brings up another mantra: nothing is off the table. City and 
school officials use it when they describe the difficult decisions that 
lay in the months ahead. Most likely, school districts, their reserves 
depleted to dangerously low levels, will most likely look at cutting per¬ 
sonnel, maximizing their educational space (which ultimately means 
an increase in class size) and dropping programs. 

If s a situation that is just as frustrating to city officials, who also 
feel they’ve done their part to weather the economic crisis. They’ve 
made their cuts, absorbed what they could and they should feel pretty 
good about it It’s no wonder they feel their protests are falling on deaf 
ears. 

Finances are not the only department where their lobbying efforts 
have had little effect The decision to close some secretary of state 
offices and expand others has drawn criticism, in part because of the 
baffling criteria that factored into that decision. Impacted communi¬ 
ties were informed that some of those factors include whether the 
offices are along major thoroughfares and bus routes - even though 
some of the closing facilities are on both. 

There is no easy answer to the budget problem in the State of 
Michigan. The many factors that fed into the situation are varied and 
complicated, and it’s not simply a matter of telling people they should 
go out and bolster the economy by spending more money. Like the 
municipalities and school districts themselves, they have less to 
spend because they’re paying more for items like health care as well 
as goods and services. Making changes to Proposal A or the Headlee 
Amendment is a long, difficult proposition, as well. 

It’s time, though, to say enough is enough. Local municipalities and 
school districts have done their part in reducing their own spending, 
in many cases all but eliminating a budget reserve that they had 
worked diligently to build up. They’ve done their part Now it’s time 
for the higher ups to do theirs. 
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Bad experience is good teacher 


This one goes out to the name¬ 
less good Samaritan that helped 
me out Monday morning on 
Michigan Avenue and Second 
Street, here in Wayne. 

And I needed help, too. I had 
just slipped while trying to push 
my non-responsive car across 
three lanes of traffic and banged 
my knee on the frozen ground. 
The tiny bit of momentum I had 
built up was enough for the car to 
drag me along like a streamer 
from the handlebars on a child’s 
bike. It must have been a pretty 
sorry - and probably a pretty 
funny-sight 

I should backtrack a bit, 
though. 

Until about 15 minutes before 
that, it had been a typical 
Monday, even though it was 
Martin Luther King Day. I had 
slept through my ‘wake up early 
to get a head start on the week’ 
alarm, which goes off at 5 a.m. I 
discarded all the spoiled food in 
my refrigerator, decided I wasn’t 
hungry anyway, and set off to 
work - which is only about a mile 
and half away. 

Sadly, my latest ‘mileage 
experiment’ happened at an 
inopportune time. By the time I 
crossed the eastbound portion of 
Michigan Avenue, I knew I was in 
trouble; the car was accelerating 
and decelerating a lot more spo¬ 
radically than I tend to - which is 
saying something. I pulled over 
and, sure enough, the cruiser 


sputtered and died. 

I still had some options, and I 
decided to give my wife a call 
and ask her to grab the gas can in 
the shed and come bail me out 
She arrived within minutes, my 
4-year-old son Henry bundled up 
in full winter gear - over his paja¬ 
mas. As always, he was full of 
questions and good cheer I had 
neither. 

I dumped the gas in, and Lisa 
went to a nearby station, filled up 
the can again, and I poured in 
some more. The real problem set 
in when I tried so many times to 
start up the car that the battery 
gave out 

Great Well, I knew I certainly 
couldn’t leave it where it was and 
there was a fetchingly empty 
parking lot a scant three lanes 
away. 

No problem. I had pushed 
cars before (although not through 
any failed mileage experiment). I 
knew how to do it 

So I turned the key, hoping to 
roll down the window and push 
from the outside. 

Frozen shut. The profanity 
was flowing by then. I wouldn’t 
have been surprised to see the 
white cloud of my breath turn 
black because of the words and 
phrases that came out of my 
mouth. 

But the light turned green and 
I put my strength into crossing 
the busy roadway without imped¬ 
ing traffic any further 


I didn’t 
make it, of 
course. I 
managed to 
block two lanes, while drivers in 
the third lane drove blissfully 
through the intersection. The 
rest of them came up with the 
same solution to the problem: 
let’s stay in our warm cars and 
honk our horns at him. That’ll 
help. 

That’s when the Samaritan 
showed up. We muscled the car 
out of the way and he vanished 
before I could even gather the 
breath to thank him. 

There are a couple of lessons 
to be learned here. The first of 
which (and I’ve heard this sever¬ 
al times since then) is to not let 
your car run on fumes when it’s 
bone-achingly cold outside. OK I 
get it now. 

The second is more general 
and even more important When 
we experience something we 
don’t like, something that may 
offend us or, God forbid, slow us 
down, we have a tendency to call 
it out, shout about it, honk our 
horns or whatever. It’s easier to 
complain about something than 
it is to take time to get involved 
and help solve the problem. We’d 
all be a lot better off if we took 
the second approach, rather than 
the first 

That’s not a bad lesson to 
learn, first thing in the morning, 
on Martin Luther King Day.

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Remembering our 
own ‘Railroad Jack’ 



The world is full of characters. In our 
politically correct age one has to wonder 
how Railroad Jack would be perceived. A 
genius? A hobo? A bum? A mentally ill 
unfortunate? A dreamer and wanderer? 
An object of respect or ridicule? Someone 
to be celebrated or institutionalized? 

Railroad Jack was bom Harry Cooper in 
Oshkosh, WS, in 1854. He excelled in school 
and attended college, intending to become 
a doctor, until he dropped out and began a 
life of wandering. He took off with a ham¬ 
mock over his shoulder which he hooked to 
the bottom of a boxcar at night to hitch 
rides, going mostly between Detroit and 
Chicago, though he ventured much further 
afield when the mood suited. He claimed to 
have been in every state and most every 
major city in the country. He told of visiting 
kings and queens of many countries. His 
life would become one continuous source of 
entertainment, bringing history to the rail¬ 
road depot, the church picnic, the carnival 
and any other group of people open to 
being enlightened. He dressed formally, 
complete with top hat (Nearer the end of 
his life, he adopted a more comfortable 
slyle: conductor-fype cap, blue flannel shirt, 
blue serge trousers and shoes with no 
socks.) He carried a case that in large white 
letters boldly advertised him as “RAIL¬ 
ROAD JACK CURBSTONE ORATOR”. 

He stopped in Wayne many times and 
high school students would attempt to 
stump him, asking history questions they 
were sure he could not answer They were 
always disappointed as he would invariably 
answer correctly, always urging faster 
paced, harder questions. If he answered 
incorrectly, he promised to pay the ques¬ 
tioner a dollar As far as anyone knows, he 
never paid out even one dollar It was esti¬ 


mated he knew 5,000 historical biographies, 
10,000 dates and if one supplied him with 
their birth date he would tell them in two 
seconds the day of the week upon which 
they were bom. 

Railroad Jack adopted the University of 
Michigan and spent two months each sum¬ 
mer reading books in the university library. 
While the professors are said to have only 
tolerated him, the students loved him. 

Many students found him to have infor¬ 
mation in his head that they had been 
unable to find in books. In fact, ‘Jack”, 
though he labeled himself a “journalist, 
public speaker and all around entertainer”, 
thought himself to be unbalanced and 
wished his brain to be studied at the U of M 
Medical School upon his death so it could 
be discovered what gave him the ability to 
remember 

In Detroit, he met and was befriended 
by Father Thomas R. Carey, a friendship 
that would last until his death. Carey was 
impressed by his knowledge. It was also 
reported that Henry Fbrd saw him and the 
red cart he adopted after he stopped “rid¬ 
ing the rails”—he said he regretted ever 
having begun traveling under boxcars as it 
was a bad example for young people—and 
gave him a new car with which to pull his 
cart 

In 1933, Railroad Jack had an accident 
that destroyed his car and red carl He 
stayed with some friends in Ann Arbor, 
attended the Augusta homecoming where 
he won the milk drinking and pie eating 
contests, and moved on to Coldwater to 
await construction of a new cart There 
he—a rare and indefinable individual— 
died of a heart attack, not too distant from 
the railroad he loved and which gave him 
his name

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Million Dollar Baby 


packs an unexpected and unforgettable wallop 


OK, so you’ve seen it all before, right? 

A young, underprivileged, but plucky boxer 
wanna-be approaches a crusty, legendary trainer 
at his seedy gym to teach her to really box and 
throw a punch. He resists but is worn down by his 
long-time friend and the pure determination of the 
girl. He teaches her everything she needs to know 
to get a championship fight. Ummmm, sort of 
Rocky meets The Princess Diaries. 

Seen it all before? Nope, not a chance. 

Director, star, producer and composer Clint 
Eastwood takes audiences places they never 
expected to go in Million Dollar Baby. 

And he’s as cunning and experienced as any¬ 
one who has been in movies for 40 years ought to 
be. Every cliche of the triumphant underdog movies 
of the ‘50s and ‘60s is pulled out—but handled so deli¬ 
cately, so honestly that even those who dislike or at 
best do not appreciate boxing, let alone women 
knocking each other senseless, will be rooting 
for Maggie Fitzgerald as portrayed by 
Academy Award winner Hilary Swank. Her 
performance as the determined and not- 
to-be-deterred Maggie is flawless. 

And Eastwood gives audiences a 
performance and a character they will not 
soon forget. It is his Frankie Dunn that will 
leave the most lasting impression on view¬ 
ers and prompt the most conversation and 
discussion. His Frankie is an old, worn, craggy 
71-year-old man. Clintwood makes no cosmetic 
improvements or bow to vanity, here. He is what he is

Frankie. And that is an aging, crabby, regretful victim of the 
human condition traveling much too rapidly toward the end of his 
days. 

Frankie carries a tremendous load of sorrow and regret. The weight 
of his pain bends his back and lives behind his eyes. He has attended 
mass at his local church every day for the past 23 years, but obviously 
cannot find the forgiveness or peace he seeks. His relationship with 
his priest provides much of the comic relief in the film, as Frankie is not 
a man who hesitates to ask questions, difficult ones, about his faith. 
But no matter what his questions are, his devotion is unquestioned. 
Even his arthritic, aging knees do not keep him from his prayers, and 
he prays for the same thing: that his long estranged daughter and 
granddaughter be kept safe. 

The reason for his estrangement from his family is a mystery 
Eastwood never reveals—but Frankie has written to his daughter every 
day for years, and every letter is returned to be stored among the oth¬ 
ers in boxes in his closet. Whatever the cause, Eastwood captures 
Frankie’s despair without ever saying a word. It is, in short, a masterful 
portrayal by an actor who knows his craft. 

The film is narrated by Scrap, the janitor, trainer and all-around 
handyman at the gym. And Scrap, portrayed by Morgan Freeman, is 
at the top of his game in this film. He understands Frankie’s pain, and 
may have witnessed the cause of some of it, but the ex-boxer carries 
his own measure of world-weary sorrow. Scrap, however, is a man at 
peace. He understands himself, his place in the world and the choices 
he’s made. And while he obviously understands Frankie better than 
any other person alive, he doesn’t offer any clues as to the estrange¬ 
ment Frankie suffers. 

Freeman’s rich, mournful voice pours over the narration like warm 
syrup. He, along with Eastwood and Swank, offers a performance 
that might be used as a guide for fledgling thespians in acting classes. 

And when Eastwood finishes with all the cliches of the underdog 
who makes it to the top, he delivers a hard right cross to audiences’ 
sensibilities that will leave them reeling. 

You haven’t seen this before, guaranteed. 

Million Dollar Baby delivers a thought-provoking knockout entertain¬ 
ment punch that will be long remembered.

The title of Paul Weitz’s new 
film, In Good Company , seems not 
only to allude to the company you 
keep, but the company you work 
for 

Weitz, who previously brought 
us two other studies into the hearts 


of men young and aging, American 
Pie and About a Boy, spins a story 
about two men sparring on the cor¬ 
porate playing field—in the ad 
sales department of a magazine 
called Sports America, no less. 

The result is a sweet, interest¬ 
ing look into the world of corpo¬ 
rate America and the natures of 
men who still mostly dominate the

field. Weitz, who also scripted the 
movie, never gets too dark or drea¬ 
ry with his examination of the cor¬ 
porate world. Instead, it is bal¬ 
anced nicely by a sweetness relat¬ 
ing to the fact that these people 
riding elevators in expensive suits 
are, after all, only human. 

The what-ifs of the movie are: 1) 
What if the veteran leader of the 
team is suddenly replaced by the 
rookie? 2) What if the rookie 
begins dating the veteran’s daugh¬ 
ter? 

While the movie has been adver¬ 
tised to play up the second what-if, 
the real conflict is between the two 
men—Dan Foreman, the grizzled, 
middle-aged vet who has run his ad 
department with a heart, and 
Carter Duryea, the 26-year-old cho¬ 
sen to take over Fbreman’s depart¬ 
ment when the magazine is gobbled 
up by a media conglomerate 
obsessed with ‘synergy.’ 

It isn’t luck that Duryea, played 
by an energetic Topher Grace, has 
gotten to where he is at on the cor¬ 


porate ladder He is a workaholic, 
so much so that his wife of six 
months leaves him, with shady 
ethics—his success selling chil¬ 
dren cell phones gets him the 
notice he needs to take over Sports 
America 

Foreman has a nearly picture 
perfect life. He loves his job, his 
family—and they both, for the most 
part, have loved him back until 
Duryea upends things. He enters 
his life first as his boss and then as 
a suitor to his daughter, played by 
Scarlet Johansson. Talk about 
invading a man’s territory. 

In his early 50s, Foreman also 
learns that he has another baby on 
the way. 

Despite his posturing, Duryea 
is still young and inexperienced. 
And even though he is technically 
in charge, he is never really in 
charge. Eventually, even he begins 
to realize this. 

The only area where the movie 
Fizzles is the affair between 
Duryea and Foreman’s daughter. It 


could have become more than a 
device to illustrate the conflicted 
relationship between Duryea and 
Foreman. The ending, too, is a bit 
tacked on and unbelievable— 
though earnest 

Regardless, the movie is sure to 
entertain, and may make you 
think, even if it’s about not going to 
work the next day.

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Jaguar to unleash new models at auto show

Jaguars for soccer moms? 

That’s the market the maker of 
the sleek sports cars hopes to 
attract with the newest design of 
its popular X- 
type model. 

Jaguar will 
unveil the 
Estate Wagon at 
the 2005 North 
American 
International Auto Show, accord¬ 
ing to Nick Berinti of Jaguar of 
Novi. 

This is the first station wagon 
Jaguar has manufactured. Berenti 
said that Jaguar, known for sporty 
sedans and luxury coupes, want¬ 
ed to offer something new in an 
automotive field dominated by 
sport utility vehicles (SUV). 

“They believe the consumer 
would prefer to drive a car rather 
than an SUY” he said. “So they 
went with a wagon” 

At an average $30,995 price, the 
X-type is the least expensive 
Jaguar model, and not surprising¬ 
ly, one of the most popular The X- 
type features advanced occupant 
protection systems that alter air 
bag deployment depending on the 
driver’s position and the weight of 
the passenger—so an airbag 
would deactivate if it sensed the 


lightweight presence of a child. 
The X-Type also features an anti¬ 
lock braking system, all-wheel 
drive and dynamic stability con¬ 
trol that prevents skids by reduc¬ 
ing engine power when cornering. 
A new, extended version of the 
Jaguar XJ8 will 
also be on dis¬ 
play at the show, 
Berinti said. 

The XJ8 
starts at $61,495. 
The new version 
will be about 6 inches longer, 
according to Berinti. 

“It will have more trunk space 
and more leg space It will offer a 
more luxurious ride, overall,” he 
said. 

The XJ8 has a powerful AJ-V8 
engine and a six-speed automatic 
transmission and all the safety 
features of the XType. 

Berinti said there will also be 
newer versions of the carmaker’s 
other models which include the S- 
Type, which start at $44,895 and 
the XK, which starts at $70,495. 

People can also look forward 
to a surprise at the show, too, 
Berinti said—something so 
cloaked in secrecy he couldn’t talk 
about it 

“They will be releasing a vehi¬ 
cle that won’t be available for 
another year,” he said. “But I can’t 
talk about it”

New Cadillacs 
are sleekei; faster 

Those who wander the Cadillac displays at the 
North American International Autoshow (NAIS) 
and the lots at nearby dealers may recognize 
some of the names, but not necessarily the vehi¬ 
cles they see. 

Cadillac is continuing a trend toward sleeker 
and faster automobiles, according to Ed Pobur, Jr, 
Sales Manager at Don Massey Cadillac in 
Plymouth. 

The biggest change shoppers and spectators 
will see will be in the 2006 Cadillac Deville, which 
will be completely redesigned. 

“It’s going to start taking on the look of the 
other models, as far as the slanted nose and tail,’* 
Pobur said. “It’s supposed to be a spectacular car” 

He said he expects the automaker to keep up 
its marketing theme, which couples the classic 
carmaker with classic rock - specifically songs 
popularized by Led Zeppelin. 

The Escalade, which is Cadillac’s foray in the 
world of Sport Utility Vehicles (SUVs), will get a 
reworking, too. 

The new Deville will hit car lots and show 
rooms sometime around the middle of the year, 
but Pobur said he doesn’t expect any of the 
revamped Escalades for about 12 months. 

The new cars are continuing a trend to reach 
out to a wider marketplace and break down some 
of the stereotypes of the Cadillac name. 

“They tried to reach out to new demographics, 
while still holding on to their old clientele,” Pobur 
said. 

It seems to be working at Don Massey, which 
has experienced solid sales even during a down 
economy. Of course, events like the auto show 
help attract attention during the slow winter 
times, and the expansive showroom at Don 
Massey takes care of the rest Pobur said he could 
display more than 20 cars indoors in the huge 
showroom. 

“It’s easy to show here in the colder months,” 
he said.
